Viotorla Bridge. 

Itftly had her Guelphs and Ghibelines, 
England her White and Red Rosas, and, 
comparing small things with great, Victoria 
has her rival factions of the Hricl^;e-Ups and 
Bridge-Downs. The bone of contention be- 
tweeii the latter, for two years and a half, 
has been Victoria Bridge. Each one has 
fulminated its thunder in iho shape of peti- 
tions against tho other. Petitioner.s have 
tunmd -somersaults backwards and forward. 
Tiie champions of each faction in our House 
of Commons, whil-st shaking their deadly 
weapons— petition.s — at each other on the 
floor of the . House, have protracted what 
should have been a thirty minutes' debate, 
to intermiiient debates . ooyering . two 
years; and yet the feud still waxes warm; 
ami trained bands on each side are still at 
work providing more materiel to bring tho 
war to a close by one grand final battle. 
We have wondered sometimes why Gov. 
Douglas, who invoked the aid of musty and 
obsolete statutes to muzzle the press, has 
not revived the law of Charles I., which 
prevented a petition from being signed by 
more than ten persons, except it was headed 
hv tnreo magistrates or the Grand Jury 
Had an act of royal tyranny like that been 
done, then he might have interfered to quell 
the strife by pulling down the Bridge with- 
out color of law, ^in much the same way as 
he built tho Bridge over James* Bay, in op- 
position to the Assembly. A different '^amc, 
however, has been played. First the public 
square on Government street was sold by the 
Honorable Hudson Bay Company by guber- 
natorial permission : and ^ve presume the 
money put into the Compauy's pocket.— 
They certamly made the titles— very .strong 
circiimslantiitl evidence to prove tliom cus- 
todians of the S40,000. Then a bridge was 
thrown over James Bay— bird cages erected, 
in wiiich ollicials constructed tho govern- 
ment nest. This nice little operation per- 
fected, what a fine price the lots around the 
"Vioe-regal mansion bring, and how rapidly 
the Company's farm was enhanced in value. 
So much so, it is nearly or quite all sold. 
Bui this was merely a generous act of our 
paternal government,— which were we at 
all bilious, might be put down to account 
of—never mind what. — Well one end of the 
Family Compact being duly ''^^r*^^' ^°'> 
upper end must not be fdtgc.tten. So Vic- 
toria bridge must be pulled down for being 
an obstruction, and James' Bay bridge 
declared no obstruction, although ves- 
sels of one hundred Ions burthen may 
unloail above it. Now we believe Vic- 
toria Bridge to be an obstruction. It i^ 
an uhstruction without a draw. It would 
offer some difficulties with one. But we 
doubt whether it would offer any very seri- 
OQB obstacle to navigation, were a good 
draw put in It. The mistake, therefore, of 
the Bridge-Up party has been in not sub- 
scribing the money and putting in a •!;ood 
draw. Had thi.s been done, tho Bridge- 
Downs would not have impressed into their 
siMvice sn many patriotie legislators lo servo 
th- policy of tho Family Couiiiacl- which 
is. ' You tickle me anil I'll licklo you ;"— 
Ai .; the owners of lots above the Uriiigo 
c old long ago have had access by water to 
liifir lots Tt.erc's no di'iiyiiig that they ate 
entitled to it H's only interest with tho 
Up-^ that has indncul Ihein to oppose tho 
Downs. Now we have no disposition to 
supporl one interest at the expense of the 
Other. But to look to the public go(»l,— and 
we believe that that can be better served by 
a draw than any other way. If it had been 
proposed to construct a trunk road slatting 
from Government sti tntand rounding Rocky 
Bay, the Bridge removal would not look so 
much like II mere speeulaiiou. Ihil tho 
idea of a terminus at W luldin-lon alley ro- 
minds us that it would he very appropri- 
ate to put up a IHillce on Vales street : 
" Toll-date to the Tons Asiiiuruni." It is 
not only a ridii'ulous piccMi of legiHlaiinn, but 
it will be a public inconvenience lo make 
the Iv-ipMinall ttuvel take Sloro street to Dia- 
covery ; then twist to tho left to get iiiio 
Consianoo, .then cross a bridge over Rook 
Bay, when the better way would have been 
•oma oenlral Una like Oovernment sinsot. 
Who but Intereited parties would ever think 
of taking Store street as tho trunk lino '/ 
Nobody; more will be aooommodated by 
Govetnroanl itteot. We ihetetore oonoludo 



that stratap;em of the Bridge-Downs to be 
simply a job, to get the S8,00O to complete 
the bridges and road to Ellis' Point, and 
then Wave tho country to pay the own- 
ers of Water-lot property on Rook Bay for 
obstructing their water-front— which will be 
another nice bone of contention.

A Hydab Indian Tradition. 

* Editor British CoLONiJii: — Your oor- 
feepondent, "J. D.," a short time since fur- 
nished you with some very interesting 
Iraditions of the Northern Indians. They 
are, to my corinin knowledge, correct state- 
ments of the belief o! those tribes. Allow me 
to ("jive you one of the same kind, picked up 
bv me while among the Hydah.s, some years 
eiiioe. I know they will seem foolish to you ; 
but still may prove of interest to those of 
■your readers who may wish to oblaia infor- 
mation regarding the traditions of the In- 
diana : 

a" BKLLVrUI. OF HATS. 

Very long ago, the tradition says, and long 
after the Crow had made all things, there 
lived among the Hydahs a great Chief, 
whoso stomach was full of rats (coot-.u'eri). 
These vermin came out of liis mouth lo Teed 
whenever he went to sleep : but when the 

Enor fellow showed signs of waking up, 
aokc trotted the rats, and laid Jown again 
all snug in his stomach. While the rats 
were out feeding, the Indiana would try and 
ciitch them' ; but they were too nimble to be 
thus trapped. An Indian once cut of the 

* iiead of one of the rats; wJien lo! and be- 
hold, the head and the body both ran down 

* the Chief 's mouth, and the neat dsiy came 
out fastened together again, and looking iis 
•well as nver. At last, the Indians thought 
they had e idured the nuisance longenougt', 
•-) they called a council of the neighboring 
trib«'s, and all the medicine-men and the 
chiefs canio, and they soon fi.veil up a plan 
to RBt rid of the vermin. One night, when 
the Chief waa asleep, one of h s relative! 
laid bits of salmon all around the floor. 
Pretty i<o.)n up came the rata, smelting the 
<lrie(i fiih— arid when they had all got out, 
the. Chief's mmith was covered, and he was 
carried to a canoe and padilled of! to a high 
rock that stood in the middle of the sea. 

The rats nttcmpted to follow tlioir frieml- ; 
but irere drowned in the attempt. The ntii"'f, 
nftcr the loss of his pets fell sick, and tin- 
idly threw himself otf- the lii^h rock iind 
xAii.s drowned. Tlio Hydali.s, whenever ivnv- 
thing goes wrong, bliiine liis spirit for it. 
Thojsny that tliu way tlu'ir t'orfnuliLMs acted 
townrdii him, hiis proveil ii inirM^ to the 
whole ruuo. The tribes which wns fornnirlv 
all one, first split; some went one wny and 
some another, then Hickncss came upon j 
thi-m; and, wliiit is stdl niDre rern.irkahlir, 
jicoitlL'iit.f cuniinen'-ed t" happen iinrl kill off 
, their friends. Itffori! the doatli of tin; rliicf 

iind tiifi rats, ni-ither accidents nor .sicknir.-s 
wa.f known aniorig them. But the crowning 
point of their wretohednes.s wiis the tir.-t ap- 
pcarnnco of the whites with tlioir fire w iIt 
ill their midst. Since that time they liavo 
been griidu.illy dcvn;asing in numlvrs; imd 
the old huliaiissay it iM >;nmcs from tlip 
bad treatment the chief with the bcllyiul id 
rata Auatained long years ago.

shall be present at any meeting held in pur-
